Soon after The Story of a Research upon the Origin 
of the Huher-Hoover Families in the Palatinate by me, had 
gone to Press,* Professor Herm. Friedr. Maceo of Beriin-Steg- 
litz, discovered that the Huber family, which appears at the 
end of the 17th century in Trippstadt in the Palatinate, and 
to which the records published by Mrs. Eula K. "Woodward 
of "Washington, D. C. and Miss E. Adele AfSeck of Winchester, 
Virginia, in March 1927, f refer, is not that to which the 
former President of the United States, Herbert C. Hoover, 
belongs, and which had emigrated to the Palatinate from 
Oberkuim in the Canton of Bern. As stated in that article, 
the greater number of the Swiss emigrants to the Palatinate 
came from Bern, but there were a few emigrants from the
